A Reſolution, to which, he adhered thro” the Courſe 
of his Life, as ſteadily as it was wiſely taken. 


If this Prince had not been bleſſed with a very 
extraordinary Capacity, he never had been able to 
have framed ſuch a Rule of Conduct to himſelf, 
as would have put it in his Power to keep a 
tical Machine, ſo complicated as this of the Pruſſian 
Government appears to have been, in any tolcrable 
Degree of Order; and even with a much better 
Capacity than be had, this would have been 
impracticable, if he had been tainted with any of 
the Vices, that are fo common amongft, as to be 
thought ſcarce ſep from, Princes.

rity, which the Emperor was fometimes diſpoſed 
to exert. As he never laboured to dupe, ſo he 
was very little the Dupe of other Princes ; he was 
true to his own Intereſts, and he never depended 
upon Alliances with other Potentates, farther than 
he conceived his ations from them coincided 
with theirs. He wok no Advantage of the Di- 
ſtreſſes of his Neighbours, and ſometimes com- 
promiſed very conſiderable and plaufible Claims tor 
very moderate Equivalents.

He granted great Privileges and Immuni- 
ties; he furniſhed Materials for Building; he ſpent 
very large Sums in accom the new Set- 
tlers, and by this Means he acquired a Multitude | 
of Subjects, by the right Exerciſe of his Prero- 
gative, and by a proper Uſe of his Revenue. He 
was equally careful in the Eſtabliſhment of Manu- 
factures; he made large Promiſes to thoſe who 
brought, or who were capable of bringi 
into his Dominions, and he kept 
religiouſly. He cauſed an Hoſpital to be erected 
for the Maintenance and Education of the Children 
of his Soldiers, and when they were of a proper 
Age, he bound them out to Trades. He dictated

To conclude our Obſervations. There are many

By this 
gradual and indefatigable Proſecution of the fame 
Plan, they ſupplied each others Defects, and com- 
pleated each others Views, improving Events as 
they el cus, cad preparing for theme delve they 
happened, ſo that few or no Opportunities efcaped ; 
and where one Prince failed, the Contemplation 
of his Miſtake procured Succeſs to the next; no 
weak, luxurious, or indolent Reign intervening, 
by which the Thread of this great Scheme might

All theſe Territories except the Dutchy of Cleves, 
were reunited, towards the latter End of the 15th 
Century, under one Sovereign, which was Wilkam 
Duke of Juliers; who one Daughter, 
named Mary, married her to Jobn III. called the 
Paciſict, Duke of Cleves, and Count of Marck.

Charles Philip of Neabourg, Elector Palatine, 
born the 4th of November, 1601, was the Prince 


who had like to have occaſionc i theſe freſh Diſtur- 
bances. He was the Son of Philip MWilliam of Neu- 
bourg, Count Palztine of the Rhine, who was called 
to the Elcctorat- after the Extinction of the Branch 
of immeren, in 1035: and ſucceeded his Brother 
Jabn-MWilliam, in the Electoral Dignity, who died 
on the 8th of June, 1716. He is the ſame who 
had all thoſe Diſputes, with the Reformed in the 
Palalinate, which I have mentioned before, con- 
cerning the Church of the Zclz-Gheſt , and was a 
Prince endowed with many great Cualities, and 
among the reft, with an uncommon Goodnets and 


Clemency. He married on the 24th of Fuly, 1688, 


Loniſa-Cherlet, Princels of Radziti!, Daughter of 
Bogiſlaus, and Widow of Louis Markgrave of Bran- 
denbourg, who died the 25th of Mercb 1695; and 
for his ſecond Wife, on the 15th of December 1703, 
Thereſa Catherine, Princeſs Lubcmiiſi, who died the 
17th of Fanary 1712 ; and all the Hue he had by 
her died in their Infancy. By his firſt Wife he 
had one Daughter, named Elizabeth- Auguſta, born 
the 17th of March 1692, and married . 2d of 

May 1717, to Jeſepb-Charles- Emanuel, Hereditary

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Prince of Sultzhach, who dyed the 18th of Fuly 
12293 and ſhe dyed in January 1728. By this 
Means the Elector Palatine then reigning, was 
without Male Iſſue, and very much advanced in 
Years; which occaſioned the Pruſſian Court to 
think of ſecuring to itſelf, the Poſſeſſion of the 
Dutchies of Berg and Juliers, by virtue of the Ri 
I have mentioned. The Court of France at firit 
flattered the Monarch, whoſe Hiſtory I am writing, 
in the Views he had on this Succeſſion ; but as foon 
as the Pokſp Affairs were concluded, and the Moſt 
Chriſtian King had made Peace with the Emperour, 
the French Miniftry ſeemed to forget their Promiſes, 
and intend to ſupport the Intereſts of a Prince, to 
wan they had no Obligations, while Gratitude 
| to have i y attached them to thoſe of 
his Praſian Majeſty. 
The Prince, for whom France ſeemed to intereſt 
herſelf, was the young Prince of Sultzbach, who is 
deſcended from Auguſtus Palatine of Newbourg- 
Sultabach, the Brother of Wolfgang-William, 
and Son, as well as he, of Ann of Cleves. It ſeemed 
as if the Line of Wolf:ang-William being extinct, 
and that of his Brother Auguſtus ſucceeding naturally 
to all its Rights, that the Poſſeſſion of the Part ad- 
to the Houſe of Neubeurg by the Treaties 
of Partition, ought and of Right to re- 
main to the Prince of Sultabach, in whom the 
Rights of the Dutcheſs Ann are reunited : but our 
Monarch foreſeeing this Objection, did not want 
good Reaſons to ſhew that he was the only one, 
who had a Right to claim the whole Succeſſion.

The Court of France, in the mean Time, hk as 
Stone unturned, to concert with the Emperour, 
the King of Great Britain, and the States General, 
the Means for preventing Extremities, in cafe the 
Elector Palatine ſhould happen to die; but as it is 
the common Fate of this Sort cf Negotiations, to 
conſume much Time; his Pruſſian Majeſty, weary 
of all theſe Delays, had a Mind to try, whether he 
could not himſelf come to ſuch an Agreement 
with the Elector Palatine, as would prevent what 
the four plotting Powers ſeemed fo much to - 
hend; and with that View, ſent Count Degenfeld- 
Schemberg to the Court of the Elector Palatine, to 
make the following Propoſitions to him.
